PMIGARIRLPEIEe avin 24.— boy's dare 
nearly cost a boy's life this evening when 
|‘‘Jimmy” Gray, aged 14, was rescued un- 
conscious from the slow waters of Hart 
Sewer. Gray and his “bunch” were play- 
ing around the corner of Oram and .vVe- 
nango streets when ‘‘Al’’ Baily, captain of 
the ‘“‘Fishtown Invincibles,’’ dared Gray to 
walk a block in the sewer, where the boy 
had often gone after lost baseballs. 

Gray insisted that he had run all over 
the sewer and was not afraid, but did not 
want to take chances of getting his Sunday 
suit wet. The banter started by Baily turn- 
end the whole crowd onto Gray, and the 
little fellow finally took the chance. 

The sewer at the juncture of Oram and 
Venango streets is 22 feet deep, and on ac- 
count of the recent severe storms was filled 
with water to the height of five feet. 

The ooze ran slow. but the pressure was 
too great for Gray, who felt his strength 
fast leaving him as he tried time and 
time again to clamber up the slippery 
sides of the old sewer. He shouted for 
help, and the boys, peering down the 
manhole, heatd his cries growing weak- 
er and weaker and then they ceased, 
Baily ran to the police station, three 
blocks away, ana Sergt. McConnell start- 
ed for the scene with a squad of men. 
They took grappling irons and ropes with 
them, but when they reached the open- 
ing there was no need for either. The 
case needed a strong, brave man who 
could swim. 

Big Bill Swartz volunteered to go into 
the sewer for the boy. and he was low- 
ered down into the dark foul hole. He 
shouted to Gray, but got no response. It 
was too dark to see. The stream of sew- 
age made progress slow and breathing 
hard, but Swartz passed on and on until 


he, too, was lost in the hole.

This 
was followed immediately afterward by 
extraordinary measures on the part of 
Great Britain to erect barriers ainst 
Russia's southward march through Persia. 

Then came the third distinct offense of 
the same kind—England's undisguised at- 
tempt to either prevent the construction of 
the Bagdad railway or so to hedge the en- 
terprise about that Russian ticipation 
will be rendered impossible. In this man- 
ner the British ministry has all the time 
cried ‘‘Halt!’’ to Russia in the far Kast, 
the middle Kast, and the near East: The 
Muscovite naturally considers this policy 
an audacious project to stereotype his em- 
pire within its present limits. 
The answer to all these British moves 
is the Russian demand that Manchuria 
be given to her. 

The Russian charge d'affaires, M. Plan- 

rince Ching, present 


con, has informed 
of the foreign office, that no further steps 
in the evacuation of Manchuria will Se 
taken until Manchuria is ceded to the Czar. 
Since the Boxer troubles Russia has occu- 
pied Manchuria, which comprises an import- 
ant part of the empire, bordering on , 
sian possessions. 

On one pretext and another Russia has 
kept a large armed force in the country 
and recently the number of “railroad 
guards,’ who are really regular soldiers, 
has been increased to 50,000 or more, though 
Russia had agreed to completely evacuate 
the territory by October.

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WHEN FORBES LOST 


Whirlwind Fighter Was 
Dangerous All Through 
Bout With Sullivan. 


A sigh of satisfaction wafted from the 
anxious bosoms of @ crowd of Sullivan 
rooters went up at the West End Club 
Thursday night when Brooklyn Tommy 
Sullivan came through 20 rounds of battle 
with Clarence Forbes with a decision in 
hia favor. 

The sigh indicated satisfaction, but re 
lef was largely mingled with it—relief that 
the now local fighter had escaped the cy- 
clone of swings, shifts and punches handed 
out by Forbes. 

Sullivan won ea clean cut vietory, as most 
of his leads were surer and he counted 
oftener. Im the earlier rounds of the fray 
this was not true, however, and Brooklyn 
Tommy appeared to be undergoing his last 
experfence in the ring. 

Forbes came up in his cid form—strong, 
shifty and with gloves reeking of knock- 
outs. There was @ menace in every move 
and a minute's sleep in every swing. Snall- 
like in his movements at times, and with 
gimlet eyes boring into his adversary's 
intentions, he would suddenly spring pen- 
ther-like and with flaming eyes into the 
enemy, with a whirl of terrific blows, many 
of which found a home on Sullivan. 


Sullivan Looked 
Very Worried. 
For four rounds Sullivan was palpably 


worriea. He was careful, however, and 
let Forbes fight himself out, after which 
he gained confidence, assumed the aggres- 
sive and gained a definite margin on points 


ever his opponent. 
Up to the fifteenth round both men were 


fairly strong, with one exception. In the 
middle round of the affafr Forbes appeared 
to be at his last exteremity from a series 
of blows to body and stomach which Sul- 


livan landed. 
He was so tired that the only defense 


he could offer was to hold both gloves 
in front of his jaw and wait for the bell, 


which saved him. 
That he was in fit condition is shown 


by the way he came back and fought out 
the fight. He improved and from the fif- 
teenth to the eighteenth rounds was the 
better of the two. Though both men were 
ali ovt from their own exertions in the last 
two rounds, Sullivan had what edge there 
may have been and earned the verdict. 
“Billy” Reedy, editor, says so at least. 
So does ‘Bill’ Reidy, ball player, who 
gat right behind the other Bill at the ring- 
side. When an editor and a ball player 
a it is evident that there is no ground 
for argument on the opposite side. 


Clarence Is | 
Always Dangerous. 
Johnny Regan, who says he would rather 
fight Harry Forbes all week than get into 
the ring once with Clarence, says the lat- 


ter is back in his old form and may be 
expected to cut a figure from the present 


me. 

The contest, in fact, is the first that 
Forbes has fought in condition for many 
moons and that Tommy Sullivan won from 
him is a big feather in the Brooklyn boy’s 


capDd. 

Forbes’ chief fault in his battle Thurs- 
day night was wildness. Repeatedly missed 
swings brought him to the floor in a posi- 
tion which most fighters would have found 
it difficult to escape from. Forbes’ catlike 
agility always helped to fall right and Sul- 
livan never once Caught him unawares from 
this falling. 

If Forbes will continue to keep him- 
self in shape, critics who saw the fight 
last night believe he may follow the 
career of “Brother Harry,” whose rejuve- 
nation after being apparently out of the 
game is remarkable. 

Gus Bezenah, the Cincinnati fighter who 
showed in the preliminary against Morris 
Rausch, made a favorable impression. 
He lost on a foul, but was a long way in 
the lead at the time of the occurence. 
Rausch was not in condition, however. 

Paul Fisher refereed the main event 
and Mal Doyle the preliminary.
